Local conditions in regard to the 
conservation of electricity are very 
satisfactory according to reports of 
Messrs. J. D. Sparks, Col. Herman 
Hall and G. 1. Farman, the Chamber 
of Commerce, Power Conservation 
Committee. 

For the benefit of local merchants 
and business houses the committee 
reports that it is now permissible 
to light show windows using the 
equivalent of one watt per square 
foot of window floor area, but a 
maximum of 50 watts wiil be per¬ 
mitted in windows of less than 50 
square feet. This is in accordance 
with an order received from the 
State Power Supervisor. 

Under the existing conditions no 
new connections are permitted for 
electricity, except where same can 
be supplied from existing lines.

it was found that curtailment has 
been almost sutficient to bring the 
total distribution of electricity with¬ 
in the quota assigned for use with- J 
in the local comr lunity. It is there I 
fore urged that all users of electric¬ 
ity continue their elforts to make: 
the greatest .saving possible. I 

Tom Henderson, Water Superin -1 
tendent, is making an effort to effect, 
more economy in the use of water , 
and the Water Department of the! 
City has put into effect a number i 
of changes. A special report is to 
be published showing some very in¬ 
teresting conditions fouml by them. 

In order to prevent unadvisable 
withdrawal from the underground 
supply of water it is very important 
for all consumers to limit Uie u.sc 
of water to the smallest amount 
possible. 

This saving of electricity has re-
